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LINGERS NEAR DEATH 
CHURCHILL COMR DEEPENS 


LONDON (UPI)—Sir Winston 
Churchill lingered in a peaceful 
deep sleep today, gravely ill 
under the weight of a blood) 
clot on the brain and old age. 


A close friend of the family 
said the 90-year-old Churchill 
was in a coma and that there 
was little hope he would rally. 


A 
medical 
bulletin 
issued 
shortly 
before noon 
(7 
a m 
EST) said: 


“ Sir Winston had a peaceful 
night and there is no material 
change in his condition." 


The tone of the bulletin, third 
since the 90-year-old statesman 
suffered a cerebral thrombosis, 
or blood clot on the brain Fri­ 
day, raised fears that the end 
was near. 


"Sir Winston had a peaceful 
night and there is no material 
change in his condition,” the 
bulletin, issued shortly before 
noon said. 


Ixjrd Moran, Churchill’s per­ 


sonal physician, said the next 
bulletin would be issued at 9:30 
p.m. 
The sparse 15-word bulletin 


followed a similar terse report 
Friday night six hours after it 
was announced that Churchill 
had suffered a stroke compli­ 


cated by a weakening of his 
circulatory system. 
"He is slipping into deeper 
sleep and is not conscious of 
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"Doughty” is the word for Sir 
Winston in all of its original at­ 
tributes. 


It means "able, strong, val­ 
iant." And if ever there was a 
capsule description of this most 
noble Englishman of our cen­ 
tury, that would be it. 


Without his inspiration, do- 
termination and sagacity, the 
world today well could have the 
Nail yoke around its throat. 


That’s a bit of weather we’re 
having today. 


All you have to do is open 
your yap about the mild tem­ 
peratures, as we did last week, 
and Old Man Winter clobbers 
you with a sledgehammer. 


For the benefit of Jim Flana­ 
gan. the snow started last night 
at 9:01 p.m. and not a second 
earlier.

A visitor who saw him Fri­ 
day night said Churchill was 
"very peaceful.” 


Lord Moran shook his head 
negatively when asked today if 
Sir Winston was conscious. 


The 
family 
gathered 
at 
Churchill’s bedside. A crowd of 
Londoners milled in front his 
three-story red brick mansion 
at No. 28 Hyde Park Gate, wait­ 
ing for news of the beloved 
wartime prime minister. 


"He is very 
seriously ill,” 
said Lord Moran. Churchill’s 
personal 
physician, 
when 
he 
left him Friday night. 


Asked if Churchill could sur­ 
vive, Moran told newsmen: "I 
don’t think I am going to an­ 
swer that." 


The bulletin also was signed 
by 
Lord 
Brain, 
one 
of 
the 
world's 
foremost 
neuro - sur­ 
geons. 


It was Churchill’s sixth stroke, 
and the crowd outside the town 
house appeared to sense that lie 
was in the throes of the most 
serious of many illnesses that 
have plagued him throughout 
his long life. 


Fear Worst 


Medical experts feared the 
worst. Dr. Harley Williams, di­ 
rector of the British Heart and 
Chest Association, said the next 
few days would be critical. 
In England and around the 


world, the famous and the ob­ 
scure offered prayers. 
Queen Elizabeth II was kept 
informed. 
President 
Johnson 
messaged that he was "praying 
for a rapid and complete recov­ 
ery.” 
Messenger boys and florists’ 
helpers stumbled 
through the 
maze of television cables laid 
outside the house to reach i.he 
black double front door. 
Family and friends arrived at 
Hyde Park Gate all day Fri­ 
day. 
Churchill lay in his bedroom 
on the ground floor at the back 
of the house, overlooking a gar-

Byers Given Jail Term For Embezzlement

"To all of us who have known 
you through the years, this is 
one of the saddest days we have 
experienced,” 
Bucks 
County 
Judge John P. Fullam rem ark­ 
ed yesterday as he sentenced 
John J. Byers to one to three 
years in the state penitentiary 
on embezzlement charges. 


Byers, 38, pleaded no defense 
last April to charges of taking 
$55,000 from a title company to 
make up a shortage he owed 
the state and embezzling 
an­ 
other $58,000 to use in what he 
hoped were some lucrative real 
estate deals. Byers testified at 
that time that he intended to 
pay the money back. Yesterday 
he testified that he had been 
able to return $9,500 to date. 


Byres, formerly of Doylestown 
and now living in Norristown, 
was former title officer for the 
Chelsea Title and Abstract com­ 
pany and headed the Doyles­ 
town office. 


Byers 
in 
April 
implicated 
Jack J. Warner, formerly 
of 
Lumberville, and 
offered 
evi­ 
dence last October which led to 
Warner’s conviction on conspir­ 
acy 
and 
accessory 
charges. 
Warner 
appealed 
the verdict 
and the case is scheduled to go 
to the county Argument Court 
next month. 


Byers was sentenced on two 
counts 
of 
embezzlement 
and 
one count each of fraud and 
conspiracy. He could have got­ 
ten a maximum of 17 years and 
a $15,500 fine if the judge had 
sentenced him on each count. 


Despite a plea 
for leniency 
from 
Byers’ 
attorney, 
James 
Fitzcharles, III, of Levittown, 
and 
the 
testimony 
of 
nine 
character witnesses, the Judge 
said he had no choice but to 
send Byers to jail. 


“ I simply cannot accept that 
when a person steals $55,000 and 


when, about to be caught, he 
steals a similar amount from a 
friend, can escape incarcera­ 
tion,” the judge said. 
Fullam 
did say, however, that he took 
into account Fitzcharles’ appeal 
as well as 
the 
testimony 
of 
character witnesses. One of the 
witnesses for Byers was John T. 
Welsh, who 
has 
headed 
the 
county Democratic Party which 
Byers once served as treasurer. 


Earlier, Fitzcharles told the 
judge that "a prison sentence 
at this stage of the game . . . 
would s e r v e to bring him 
(Byers) to his '*nees and would 
do him more harm. 


“ His world is now a skeleton 
of what had once been the best 
of all possible worlds,” 
Fitz­ 
charles said. "The only thing 
you can now take from him is 
his liberty.” Byers, the father 
of four, will begin his sentence 
in two weeks and .s fre~ on $2,- 
500 bail.

of Aggregates Equipment Inc., 
and asked for permission to op­ 
erate a “ portable stabilization 
plant,” a concrete mixing de­ 
vice. The plant will be used for 
the construction of curbs of the 
Delaware Expressway. 
Near High School 
Opposition 
to 
the 
proposal 
came from more than 15 resi­ 
dents, most of whom lived near 
the quarry in Middletown and 
Lower Southampton. William H. 
Miller, president of the Nesham- 
iny Joint School Board, joined 
in opposing the variance. The 
property of the quarry adjoins 
that of Neshaminy High School.
